As research work progresses in the laboratories of the au­ 
to makers the petroleum refiners and sundry others, the 
road tests checking effectiveness and searching out weak 
points, it becomes apparent that the long-baffling problem 
of stripping exhaust fumes of their noxious properties is 
nearing solution. 
The most impressive evidence of this, perhaps, comes from 
Los Angeles (where the concern over smog has been most 
vocal). Here, 80 school buses are completing their fourth year 
of testing afterburner mufflers of stainless steel, in which 
the exhaust gases from the engines are burned again, con­ 
suming about 07 percent of the remaining hydrocarbons. 
There are. in addition, no less than four other types of equip­ 
ment for this purpose in various stages of development and 
testing 
But. however impressive the accomplishments of the scien­ 
tists and engineers, there still remains the big hurdle ot 
adapting effective test units to mass production at costs t hat 
are in line with what Mr. and Mrs. America have learned 
to expect from their automotive dollar. We think they are 
prepared, however, to pay for this increasingly vital advance 
in automotive engineering and ask in return just two things: 
First, if they are to pay for this protection for the other 
fellow', they want to be assured that he will do the same 
for them. In other words, once the afterburner (or other ex­ 
haust purifier) is a production item, it must be mandatory 
as brakes, or lights or a horn. 
Second, it must stand up. It must continue functioning un­ 
der the most rugged service conditions— and at minimum 
maintenance or service cost. 
These are demands that the car m anufacturer should an­ 
ticipate and consider. Let him build this equipment well— 
of materials that will best assure lasting p e rfo rm a n c e — and 
price it accordingly. This would seem to mean stainless steel, 
in view of results achieved in experimental afterburners and 
in virtually indestructible test mufflers of traditional design 
employing this high-strength, heat and corrosion resistant 
metal. 
In facing up to its responsibility for providing anti-pollu­ 
tion exhaust systems, the industry should be fully aware 
that unless it does the job effectively, and to the satisfaction 
of the public. Congress will write the rules.

Painter Obtains Justice Under Tenn. Right To Work Law 
Clyde Harrison Large, an Oak Ridge, Tenn., house painter 
fired from his job because he didn’t belong to the painters 
union, has had his rights restored in a Tennessee Supreme 
Court decision based on the state’s Right to Work law. He now 
is suing the union for substantial damages suffered in the 
firing and while he was out of work. 
A lower court had thrown out his case. The Tennessee Su­ 
preme Court held, in a significant decision, that every indi­ 
vidual has a common law’ right of property in his own labor, 
and has the right to sue anyone who intentionally interferes 
with his right, without justification, “ in a state which has 
expressed its public policy by enactment of a Right to Work 
law.”

SWEETENED CHARITY 
The average family income is something under $0,000 in 
America today, and the Federal Government takes a good 
part of this in taxes. Part of those taxes go for public hous­ 
ing projects, and stepped-up public housing is desired by the 
Administration. 
Public housing is a form of charity. The idea is that tax­ 
payers will kick in so that poor people will have better homes 
than they can afford to rent. 
In New York City, it lias been announced that hereafter 
families of five with incomes up to $8.112 a year will be ac­ 
cepted as public housing tenants. This means th a t average 
families all over America will be shelling out from their 
average incomes so that “charity” cases richer than they are 
will get out of paying full rent. 
This is going to become more expensive as time goes on. 
Congress has passed a new and larger “ urban renewal” bill, 
and before the session is over may expand the program 
into a Department of Urban Affairs at the Administration’s 
request. 
The Wall Street Journal points out that not only urban 
communities will be eligible for Federal money under the 
bill ju st passed: many small towns already have benefited 
under past programs. Wink, Texas, for example, has received 
$478 for each of its 1,800 men, women and children, 
Mercedes, Texas, the Journal reports, needed a $234,000 
sewer system, which the mayor said thev couldn’t have 
financed themselves. 7’he 10.000 people of Mercedes were 
granted $11 million for urban renewal, and not onlv fixed 
up the sewer system but paved streets and built a residential 
housing project. 
Mercedes has been “too poor” to take care of its sewage 
problem. But now’ it has raised $350,000 through a bond issue 
to build a new’ civic center, “without having to raise the tax 
rate.” 
If you are a citizen of about average income, paying local 
taxes for improvements in vour town, you’ll he interested to 
know how charitably your Federal tax dollar is being handed 
out these days.

added,

have 
thus been only 22 Amendments. 
But every tim e the U. S. Su­ 
prem e Court renders a decision 
at variance with traditional law. 
it changes our Constitution. 
For that court can alter our 
Constitution by the ‘‘interpretive" 
route just as thoroughly as the 
38 state legislatues can do so by 
the “ legislative" method. 


23rd Amendment Needed 


A new 23rd Amendment should 
thus be added to our Constitution 
which would make it mandatory 
that at least 75 per cent (which 
is 7) of the 9 Supreme Court Jus­ 
tices must concur before a de­ 
cision can stand. 
That is eminently fair, for if 
75 per cent of the states must 
likewise agree before any “ legis­ 
lative" amendment can be made, 
t h e n 
any 
new 
“interpretive” 
changes should likewise require a 
three-fourths vote. 
At present, a 5 to 4 or even a 
4 to 3 vote can alter our Consti­ 
tutional 
guarantees 
that 
have 
stood up for over a century. 
In that recent 4 to 3 decision 
forcing Du Pont to divest itself 
of General, Motors stock, a tra­ 
dition was changed that had been 
in effect for 170 years: 
Ever since Colonial Days it has 
been 
customary 
for 
individuals, 
as 
well 
as 
firms, 
to 
diversify 
their 
holdings, 
as 
a “cushion” 
against future economic changes. 
Du Pont thus could legally have 
held on to its stock in General 
Motors back in 1795 or 1820 or 
1910 or even 1960. Why not in 
1961? 
Why could just “ One M an” thus 
alter our Constitution in the late 
year of 1961? 
And "One Man" did it, for in a 
4 to 3 vote, if just i*ne Suprem e 
Court Justice among the 4 had 
switched his vote, then the 170- 
year 
legal 
tradition 
would 
not 
have been upset. 
So Nathan is quite right in ar­ 
guing that it belittles the dignity 
of law 
for our Supreme 
Court 
Justices 
to 
feud 
among 
them ­ 
selves and attack each other in 
public. 
And unless they vote at least 
7 
to 
2, 
no decision 
should 
be 
valid! 
In fact, they should always vole 
9 to 0, like m ath teachers, if the}' 
were using pure legal logic! 
B u t 
sometimes 
emotionalism 
and senility alter m en’s* precise 
adherence to codified legal logic, 
so we might concede 2 illogical 
votes. 
But nothing less than a 7 to S 
difference should ever stand!

First, if they are to pay for this protection for the other 
fellow, they want to be assured that he will do the same 
for them. In other words, once the afterburner (or other ex­ 
haust purifier) is a production item, it must be mandatory 
as brakes, or lights or a horn. 
Second, it must stand up. It must continue functioning un­ 
der the most rugged sendee conditions— and at minimum 
maintenance or sendee cost. 
These are demands that the car manufacturer should an­ 
ticipate and consider. Let him build this equipment well— 
of materials that will best assure lasting performance— and 
price it accordingly. This would seem to mean stainless steel, 
in view of results achieved in experimental afterburners and 
in virtually indestructible test mufflers of traditional design 
employing this high-strength, heat and corrosion resistant 
metal. 
In facing up to its responsibility for providing anti-pollu­ 
tion exhaust system s, the industry should be fully aware 
that unless it does the job effectiveiy, and to the satisfaction 
of the public, Congress will write the rules.

progressive American film artists 
against the Congress."

To get a glamorous female 
lead, the producers asked a Mexi­ 
can actress by name of Rosaura 
Kevueltas to come to the location 
in New Mexico where the picture 
was being shot. 
She was then picked up by the 
Immigration authorities on charge 
of entering the U S. illegally. How­ 
ever she made it, and was co­ 
featured with Juan Chacon, the 
Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers 
Local 809. who had the male lead.

will come out of ail this as a 
brutal ogre.

Prime 
Minister 
Gladstone

England declared our Constitution 
to be 
"the 
greatest 
document 
ever struck off at a given time 
by 
the 
brain 
and 
purpose of 
man." 
Our founding fathers provided 
that it could not be changed by 
amendments, unless ratified by at 
least 75 lier cent of our states, 
which now means by 38 out of the 
50 
Since 1791, when the Bill of 
Rights was added, 
there have 
thus been only 22 Amendments. 
But every time the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court renders a decision 
at variance with traditional law, 
it changes our Constitution. 
For that court can alter our 
Constitution by the “interpretive" 
route just as thoroughly as the 
38 state legislates can do so by 
the “legislative ’ method. 


23rd Amendment Needed 


A new 23rd Amendment should 
thus be added to our Constitution 
which would make it mandatory 
that at least 75 per cent (which 
is 7 > of the 9 Supreme Court Jus­ 
tices must concur before a de­ 
cision can stand. 
That is eminently fair, for if 
75 per cent of the states must 
likewise agree before any “legis­ 
lative" amendment can be made, 
t h e n 
any 
new 
"interpretive" 
changes should likewise require a 
three-fourths vote. 
At present, a 5 to 4 or even a 
4 to 3 vote can alter our Consti­ 
tutional 
guarantees 
that 
have 
stood up for over a century, 
In that recent 4 to 3 decision 
forcing Du Pont to divest itself 
of General^ Motors stock, a tra­ 
dition was changed that had been 
in effect for 170 years: 
Ever since Colonial Days it has 
been customary for individuals, 
as well as firms, to diversify 
their 
holdings, 
as a “cushion’* 
against future economic changes. 
Du Font thus could legally have 
held on to its stock in General 
Motors back rn 1795 or 1820 or 
1910 or even 1960, Why not in 
1961? 
Why could just “One Man" thus 
alter our Constitution rn the late 
year of 1961? 
And “One Man" did it, (or in a 
4 to 3 vote, if just one Supreme 
Court Justice among the 4 had 
switched his vote, then the 170- 
year 
legal 
tradition would not 
have been upset. 
So Nathan is quite right in ar­ 
guing that it belittles the dignity 
of law for our Supreme Court 
Justices 
to feud 
among 
them­ 
selves and attack each other in 
public. 
And unless they vote at least 
7 to 2. no decision should be 
valid! 
In fact, they should always vote 
9 to 0, like math teachers, if they 
were using pure legal logic! 
B u t 
sometimes 
emotionalism 
and senility alter men’s’ precise 
adherence to codified legal logic, 
so we might concede 2 illogical 
votes. 
But nothing less than a 7 to I 
difference should ever stand!
